Inspector,  Mr.  J.R.M. Walker  as  additional 

Public  Health  Inspector. 

Laboratory  Facilities.  During  the  year  laboratory  facilities  were 

available  at  Cardiff,  Newport , Carmarthen, Swansea, 
Aberystwyth, Brecon  and  Shrewsbury.  All  water  and  milk  samples  were  sent 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  the  County  at  Carmarthen,  whilst  any 
investigation  required  in  the  control  of  infectious  disease  was  performed 
by  the  same  laboratory.  Owing  to  the  discontinuance  of  the  rail  service 
between  Builth  Road  and  Carmarthen,  samples  are  now  taken  by  car. 

Nursing  and  other  facilities.  The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the 

provision  of  t he  ambulance  and  home  nursing 
services.  The  County  also  administers  the  maternity  and  child  welfare 
clinics  where  treatment  is  available  for  minor  ailments,  dental,  eye 
and  orthopaedic  defects.  Immunisation  aginst  diptheria  is  also  carried 
out  at  these  clinics . 

Hospitals . The  hospital  needs  of  the  residents  of  t he  district  for  all 
diseases  apart  from  infectious  disease,  are  provided  by  the 
Builth  Hospital.  The  arrangement  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  disease 
remain  the  same  as  in  the  previous  years.  Merthyr  Borough  Council  treat 
the  patients  from  the  district  suffering  from  infectious  disease  and  these 
are  conveyed  to  Merthyr  in  ambulances  maintained  by  Merthyr  Borough 
Council.  These  arrangements  are  proving  extremely  satisfactory. 

For  the  treatment  of  cases  of  smallpox  arrangements  have  been 
made  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  for  beds  to  be  available  at  the  Penrhys 
Hospital,  Rhondda. 
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Section  5.  Sanitary  Circumstances. 

Water  Supplies .Wa ter  supplies  to  the  district  are  now  administered 
by  the  Builth  and  District  Water  Board. 

During  the  year  9 properties  were  connected  to  the  mains  for  the 
first  time.

bacteriological  examination  was  84.  Of  these  63  were 
reported  as  satisfactory  and  21  as  unsatisfactory.  In  addition  13  sample 
were  token  from  private  sources  and  private  proposed  supplies.
